SAANG, 
Cambodia (AP) - 


Cambodian riflemen marched a 
group of Vietnamese civilians 
carrying a white flag into the 
teeth of Viet Cong automatic 
weapons fire today at the order 
of a Cambodian general. 


The Vietnamese were told to 


ask the Viet Cong in this village 
18 miles south of Phnom Penh 
to go away and let them live in 
peace. The Viet Cong opened up 
on the group, wounding at least 
two of the Vietnamese. 


Gen. Sosten Fernandes told 


newsmen: "It was a good way 
to discover where the Viets 
have their automatic weapons. 
Now we know where they are sc 
the mission was an extremely 
fruitful one for us." 


Buses brought the Vietnamese 


to Saang, the village on the Bas- 
sac River which the Viet Cong 
took over Sunday. The Cambo- 
dians said the Vietnamese were 
residents of Cambodia who had 
volunteered 
to 
"talk 
some 


sense" to the Viet Cong. 


In the middle of the afternoon 


the group set out on a road lead- 
ing from the last Cambodian po- 
sition through no man's land to 
Saang. 
Every 40 yards the 


group stopped and appealed to 
the Viet Cong by a portable bull- 
horn. They also planned to dis- 
tribute leaflets in Vietnamese 
and Cambodian. 


When the group reached a 


bridge 
just before 
the first 


structures in Saang, the Viet 
Cong opened fire. The Viet- 
namese 
and 
newsmen 
with 


them 
scattered 
into 
banana 


fields as Cambodian troops an- 
swered the Viet Cong rounds. 
The Vietnamese and the news- 
men were caught in a crossfire. 


The general said most of the 


Vietnamese crawled to safety. 


"This exercise now gave us a 


good reading for our 105mm 
cannon," he said. 


As he spoke the big guns 


opened up. 


The Vietnamese were mostly 


Catholics— men, 
women 
and 


children. Many prayed as they 
walked up the road. 


A young seminarian who held 


the white flag on a bamboo pole 
was asked if he was really a 
volunteer. He shook his head 
and said he and the others had 
been rounded up in four vil-

Vietnamese were thought to be 
missing. 


The general said the Viet 


Cong had about two battalions 
in Saang and were bringing up 
more men by motorcycle. It is 
the closest they have gotten to 
Phnom Penh. 


An English-language newspa- 


per, the Saigon Post, said the 
Cambodian 
government 
was 


asking all Vietnamese living in 
border provinces to "temporari- 
ly leave" Cambodia 
to avoid 


being mistaken for Viet Cong. 


At least 600 Vietnamese resi- 


dents of Cambodia, and perhaps 
many more, have been killed 
since Sihanouk was overthrown 
last month. The 
government 


says they were caught in cross- 
fires between government and 
Cambodian troops, but foreign 
observers generally are con- 
vinced that they were massa- 
cred 
in the 
anti-Vietnamese 


campaign 
which the 
govern- 


ment has whipped up. 


The government 
in Phnom 


Penh today criticized foreign 
press reports about deaths of 
Vietnamese civilians and said 
3,554 
Cambodians 
had been 


killed by the Viet Cong or had 
disappeared.

Declaring that Hanoi would 


take a grave risk should it jeop- 
ardize remaining U.S. troops 
through military moves in Viet- 
nam, Cambodia or Laos, Nixon 
said: 


"If I conclude that increased 


enemy action jeopardizes our 
remaining forces in Vietnam, I 
shall not hesitate to take strong 
and effective measures to deal 
with that situation." 


While saying Vietnamlzation 


will proceed on schedule, Nixon 
said: 


"There is a better, shorter 


path to peace—through negotia- 
tions. We shall withdraw more 
than 150,000 over the next year 
if we make progress on the ne- 
gotiating front."

From a central loca- 
tion like Germany most major 
cities can be reached in from 
four to eight hours. These tours 
are arranged by the military 
through the service clubs.

was hit Monday, and the pilot is 
missing. It wds the 19th Ameri- 
can aircraft reported lost over 
Ljios since March 10, when the 
U.S. Command began reporting 
air losses in Laos.

Street" is the most widely ac- 
claimed television show in years 
and is virtually certain to win a 
Peabody Award today. 


Nevertheless, this public tele* 


vision program for preschool 
children has its crticis. 


The most serious criticism to 


date 
comes from Dr, Frank 


Garfunkel, a Boston University 
professor 
and director of the 


Headstart Evaluation and 
Re* 


search Center, who calls it "aft 
educational mirage." 


Garfunkel charges In the cur« 


rent issue of the university 
alumni magazine, Bostonia, that 
"the claim that'Sesame Street' 
is a major educational or media 
innovation is preposterous. 


"Memorization 
of 
numbers 


and 
letters—which 
'Sesame 


Street' does best—is an absurd 
enterprise for an $8 million proj- 
ect," he says. A major objection 
is his contention that memoriz« 
ing of material is stressed while 
understanding is ignored. 


He says the number and letter 


sequences often are presented 
"in 
the short, 
trigger-happy 


bursts of TV commercials," 


Garfunkel calls for a person- 


alized form of instruction with 
an interpersonal relatlonshipbe- 
tween the teacher and pupil. He 
suggests 
"Sesame 
Street" 


should 
televise 
spontaneous 


class situations with real chil- 
dren exploring their environ- 
ment, interacting and dealing 
with problems. 


There have been other criti- 


cisms of the show, but Garfunk- 
el's is the most serious charge 
by an eminent educator. 


Gerald Lesser, Blgelow pro- 


fessor at the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education and chair- 
man of the board of advisers 
and consultants for "Sesame 
Street," when asked for com- 
ment, said, "The emphasis on 
cognitive skills is very heavy, 
and the reason is that 'Sesame 
Street' 
is 
largely 
directed 


toward 
inner 
city kids. The 


things they need to learn are the 
fundamentals. 


"It is very obvious to us the 


important consequences of ac- 
quiring rudimentary cognitive 
skills among these children. The 
pupil feels he knows something 
worth knowing and this is im- 
portant 
for his own feelings 


about himself." 


Lesser said the mothod adopt- 


ed for the show was a viable al- 
ternative to a personalized rela- 
tionship, which he said would be 
impossible to convey on televi- 
sion. 


He said the criticism was "a 


tiresome assertion" by someone 
"who feels he knows the one 
best way to teach kids." 


A preliminary survey taken in 


the Bedford-Stuyvesant section 
of Brooklyn showed a "signifi- 
cant increase in language and 
reasoning skills" among those 
watching it," Lesser said. 


The effect on my 4-year-old 


daughter of watching "Sesamo 
Street" has been remarkable. 
Her knowledge of the alphabet 
and numbers now extends to 
word recognition and elementa- 
ry writing skills. 


"Sesame Street" has had a 


major impact on commercial 
television. It has forced the net- 
works into new thinking about 
children's programs and the re- 
sults will be seen in seasons to 
come. "Sesame Street" well de- 
serves a Peabody Award.

Animal lit The Road 


Driving through

suhurhnn 


neighborhood. :i motorist noticed 
;i dog in the ro;id nhciid. gn/.ing 
intently nl something in the dis- 
tance. Assuming th.it the dog 
would get out of his way, the 
motorist kept right on going. 


Unfortunately, the dog failed to 


move until the last moment, too 
late to escape sudden death under 
the car's wheels. 


Could the motorisl be held 


legally liable for killing the dog? 
A court ruled that he could in- 
deed. Pointing out that the motor- 
ist had enough time and enough 
space to swerve, w i t h no danger 
to himself, the court said he had 
no right so heedlessly to snuff out 
the dog's life. 


As a rule, a motorist must show 


.1 decent concern for dogs and 
other animals in our streets and 
highways. This does not mean, 
however, that he must take pre- 
cautions that would inhibit nor- 
njnl 
driving practice. Consider 


this case: 


A motorist approaching a farm 


saw several turkeys by the road- 
side. Just as he drew near, one 
of the t u r k e y s scuttled out in 
front of his car ami was struck 
down. 


In short order, the farmer sued 


the motorist 
for damages. 
He 


argued 
that, since the turkeys 


were in plain sight, the motorist 
should have slowed down—just 
in case. Hut the judge held the 
motorist not liable, saying: 


"I do not believe the law im- 


posed upon him the duty of slow- 
ing down so he could immedi- 
ately slop, just because one of 
these turkeys might take a notion 
to cross the road at an injudicious 
moment. Highways are not built 
for animals or fowls to stray in." 


Of course, the motorist is even 


less to blame if the accident was 
simply mil w i t h i n the range of 
foreseeabiliiy. Another man was 
making a wide turn to enter his 
d r i \ e w a y one night when a neigh- 
bor's dog dashed unseen out of 
the darkness. The dog suffered 
fatal injuries, and his owner duly 
demanded damages on the theory 
that the car was on the wrong 


,>f the street when the acci- 
occurred. 


Hut a court denied the claim, 


bixause (he location of the car 
\ias not the real cause of the 
dog's death. The court said it was 
unfair to blame the motorist for 
an accident he could not have 
either foreseen or avoided.
